CHOLERA-STRICKEN, 


AT PALERMO, SICILY—DEATHS 
FROM THE SCOURGE IN FRAACE AND IN 
SPAIN. 

Lowpon, Sept. 18.—The populace of Palermo, 
Sicily, have become panic-stricken, owing to the 
prevalence of the cholera there, and are flee- 
ing the town. The epidemic is increasing to 
an alarming extent.

The officiais of Gibraltar have sent a strong 
appeal to the Lord Mayor of London for as- 
sistance to alleviate the distress prevailing on 
account of the cholera. 

TouLon, Sept. 18.—There were three deaths 
from cholera reported bere last night. All of 
them occurred in the suburbs. 

MARSEILLES, Sept. 18.—Seven deaths from 
cholera occurred here today. Considerable ex- 
citement has been caused by the arrival of a 
transport bringing French troops from Ton- 
quin. Fourteen of the soldiers hud died from 
choiera on the voyage and two more have died 
since the arrival of the vessel bere.

HER LOVE NEVER WANED. 


A SOUTH CAROLINA GIRL MARRIES HER 
LOVER JUST BEFORE HE IS TAKEN TO 
THE PENITENTIARY TO SERVE A SEN. 
TENCE FOR MURDER. 

Count, S. C., Sept. 18.—[Special.]—A ro- 


mantic marriage took piace in the jail of Ches- 


terfie.d County yesterday. At the recent term 


of court for that county James Hunter, a fine- 
looking and well-to-do young farmer, was tried 


ana convicted of manslaughter for the killing 
of George W. Evans, a neighbor, and sentenced 
to four years at hard labor in the penitentiary. 
The homicide occurred about a year ago. Hun- 


ter and Evans had a difficulty several years 


before, but they were apparently on good 
to 
the fatal encounter. That day, however, in 
consequence of an insulting remark made 
by Hunter in allusion to Evans’ wife, Evans 


knocked him down and punished him. 


After being taken off of him, and while Evans 
was leaving the field with bis mother’s arm 
around bim, Hunter ran up to Evans and dis- 
charged the contents of his pistol into his body, 
causing almost instant death. The killing was 
also witnessed by Miss Dora Evans, a pretty 
young lady 18 years old, a niece of the mur- 
dered man, and the affianced bride of bis mur- 
derer. Not for one instant, however, 
during all bis trouble did the 
love of Miss Dora for her promised 
busband waver. Night before last, some 
time after Sheriff King and his household had 
retired for the night, they were aroused by a 
loud knocking on the outerdoor of the jail. 
The Sheriff dressed, went out, and, to his as- 
tonishment, found that his visitor was Miss 
Dora Evans, who bad fied from ber home, 


twenty-five miles distant, and had ridden un-. 
atiended through a drenching rain for. the 


purpose, as she voldly announced, of marry- 

ing ber lover before be went to the peniten- 
tiary. Sheriff King furnished Miss Evans with 
a comfortable room for the night. 
Early the next morning a minister 
was summoned, and in the jail hall at 8 o'clock 
the interesting ceremony was pertormed in the 

presence of about fifty spectators, court o- 
cers, lawyers, and jurymen. A substantial 

breakfast followed, after which the newly- 
married couple exchangei an affectionate 
adieu, the bride returned to the home of her

He told all the circumstances of his escape. 
protested that he was not insane, and declared 
that he would go to jail rather than go to the 
asylum again. He wanted Mz Turner to 
communicate with Dr. Kilbourne. This Mr. 
Turner refused todo. Funk then “took his 
pen in hand and indited the following letter 
to the Superintendent of the insane asylum at 
Elgin: 

A LETTER TO THE DOCTOR. 


47 Wrest BLACKHAWE STREET. CHICAGO, Sept. 
17, 1885.— Dr. Ed Ki/bourne—DEAR SIR: Having ar- 
rived in Chicago I called upon my legal advisers 
and presented the following facts: I was sent to 
the Kigio Hospital the 15th of June. The Superin- 
tendent, Dr. Kilbourne, was off on a vagution, and 
I did not see him until about five weeks after my 
arrival. During all this time tne assistant physi- 
clean saw and conversed with me twice uearly every 
day; und on the arrival of Dr. K. lL feit that I was 
no longer a subject ior the institution, and request- 
ed my discharge then ora week or two later. I 
preferred this request thinking and knowing that 
no symptoms of insanity could be charged against 
me by the physician who bad thus far observed 
me, and that a period of five or six weeks wus a 
sufficientiy long time for a physician to understand 
a person of my state and condition. He repiied 
that he could not act on the opinion of his assist- 
ant, but would keep me under observation to form 
his own opinion. This was reasonable enough. and 
lacgquiesced. But I did not see him after this for 
some days, and learned, in fact, that his keeping 
persons under observation consisted in his passing 
through the wards once a week and asking the 
patients how they feel and how they sleep. I ad- 
mit that this furmality is all-sufficient in all such 
causes as every pusser-by can recognize ata glance 
as: insane; but no such symptoms were ever 
dreamed to belong tu me, and, in order to make 
out any fine points, his seeing me once a week did 
not amount to anything. I spoke to him the first 
chance I bad, and, receiving no satisfactory 
answer, wrote to Mr. Turner under date of July 22, 
and added a few pointed remarks on what the 
Superintendent was pleased to Call keeping 
patients unde. observation. This criticism stirred 
the doctor to hold a lengthy conversation with me, 
during which he asked me all about the trial and 
the subject thereof. Surely, the past was of no 
concern to him, and I might have pretended I had 
forgotten all about it, or say i bad no idea that 1 
had ever done this or that. His task evidentiy was 
whether he could detect any signs of irrutionality 
in me in the present. However, he speak- 
ing like a gentieman, I did not think that 
he would take uny sinister advantage of my impart- 
ing and explaining such facts to him, and I accord- 
ingly reveuled my plan of defense. This was at the 
end of the sixth week. The result of this conversa- 
tion was that I resoived to give him more time and 
wait, accordingly, with patience three or four 
weeks longer. But ever since he has been buil- 
dozing and bullying me every week about my past 
troubles, and bas spoken at various times about 
my affairs before the whole ward ip such a way 
that it could not but be offensive. After some time 
1 learned that my letter to Mr. Turner had ap- 
peared in Tux TRIBUNE, and, furthermore, a re- 
mark of his that he did not intend to take any legal 
steps in the case until be received word from the 
Superintendent. My remarks about this you know; 
you will likewise remember the note | sent you re- 
questing that, if you refused to express an opinion, 
to make a stutement as to what you had observed, 
All this Il stated to my counsel, und, furthermore, 
that I was told to wait two weeks longer; that the 
two weeks expired last Saturday; and that Sonday, 
when l asked for an ausser to my note, you com- 
menced builying me and insulting me about the 
past, and seemed determined to press the answer 
from me that, if l was not insane, whether | bad 
not deserved the penitentiary; that I was equaliy 
determined not to answer your question in the af- 
firraative—koowing well that it was none of your 
business what my opinion on the matter of punish- 
ment might be, having a sovereign right to my 
opinion, though contrary to yours, without risking 
the danger of being reputed insane On that score— 
some people believe in capital punishment and 
others do not, te.: that you seemed to imply that 
my imprisonment there shouid be prvuionged, if 
possibie, as a means Of punishment; that, as far as 
staying in the hospital somewhat longer, I would 
not care much if | bad not important tasks; that 
this was not the question at issue, however 
—the point being, “Where does tne Superin- 
te odent..get bis authority to keep & person in the 
asyium as a means of pwnishment?’”’ 

Furthermore, I presented that another of his (Dr. 
Kilbourne’s) questions was werber, if I had de- 
termined not to take the books, I might have left 
them alone; that the absurdity of such a question. 
was apparent; and — — I gave you to understand 
that 
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whole populatiun, more or less, would lead a holi-. 
day life—for there are just as many unable 


nit 
would be done at my Fad risk; and that I did not 
believe you had any authority to retain me in the 
8 in order to prevent me from stealing 


Having satisfied my counsel—both by personal 
cuorversation with them and by presenting medical 
Spinion—that lam no longer a subject for an in- 
sune hospital. my counsel advised me to write to 


to send me such discharge and make an effort to 
have me rearrested you muy send for me to No. 47 
West Blackhawk street. Ihave made the neces- 
sury arrangements for the legal measures requisit 
in that case. I was loath to take the extreme 
course I did, but was compelled to do so in justice 
to myself, and should I be constrained to a still 
more disagreeabie course [shall not shrink from 
it, but pursue it with vim! 

Besides my shirts, underwear, ete., there is in 
the clothes-room a book of nine, Conventional 
Lies of Our Civilization ’’; under the mattress of the 
bed I occupied is a necktie, and in that room a pair 
of slippers; there is also a bock and afew other 
things in the store-room, all of which things I de- 
sire to be sent to the above-named address.

HUNTING UP MR. FUNK. 

How Dr. Kilbourne may take this letter can- 
not be said. It is printed as written, bowever. 
The doctor bas probably an original copy by 
this time. 

A TriBUne reporter, having learned of Mr. 
Fupk’s being in town, sought him out yester- 
day. He was found ubout 4 o'clock at Mr. 
Turner's offiee. He does not look in the least 
like a lunatic. He was neatly dressed, cleanly 
in appearance, gentlemanly in deportment, 
and discussed his sitvuadon philosophically. He 
said in reply to questions: 

“Ihave never been insane. Do I look as if 
I were insane now? I may be peculiar; what 
human being is not? I am not at all responsi- 
bie for the defense my lawyer set up for me in 
my trial. I protested against the defense. Mr. 
Turner insisted that it was tue only one by 
means of which I could escape. I reluctantiy 
acquiesced at length. The result of the trial 
proved that Mr. Turner was right. "Tis better 
for persons charged with offenses to let law- 
yers set up the theory of defense. moreover if 
they have such lawyers as Mr. Turner. The 
result in my case convinces me of that.” 

“Why did you steal the books from the Pub- 
„Well,“ bo said. I had a passion tor books. 
Even when I did not read them, I wanted to 
bave them around me. I thought 1 would 
want to referto them. The books that I took 
away—not stole, mind you — were works 
which I would have liked to read, philosophic 
works, books of reference, medical treatises, 
and the like. I intended to return every one 
of them. I am neither a thief nor a lunatic. 
My failing, my peculiarity, is a passion for 
books. Funk repeated those expressions 
several times. He was calm and consistent 


througuout. 

“Through whose influence did you get into 
the Public Library?” 

“Through Dr. Sawyer and Mayor Harri- 
son. 5 

Here Mr. Funk broke in: “I want you to 
remember that I told Mr. Poole I was not in- 
sane, and that I took the books for study and 
reference.“ He was not in the least excited 


when be made these remarks. 

„Did you not think it was unfair on your 
part to take ad vantage of your position in the 
library?” 

* Didn’t I tell you that I did net steal the 
books? I mereiy borrowed them. I would 
bave returned every one of them.“ 

THAT FEMALE CLASSMATS. 

„What about those stories of your persecu- 
tion o! alemale student of tne Chicago Uni- 
versity?’ 

* Weill, now, Jil tell you about that. She 
and I were ciassmates. I thought she looked 
with favor on my advances. I was on visiting 
terms at her house. I was in love with her. 1 
found, however, that sbe was but laughing at 
me. She was but Cressida. She got one of 
ber male friends—not a lover, because I knew 
he was incapabie of love—to write me insulting 
letters. She acknowledged having authorized 
him to do so. I telt very keenly about the 
matter. I resented it. The mining and sap- 
ping at the university grounds, however, was 
not so much spite work. It was calculated to 
bear out my lawyer's theory of insanity. Don't 
you see?”’

„I buve no plans just now. I suppose I shall 
be arrested, and that an effort will be made to 
take me back to the Elgin institution. lam 
intormed by my iawyers that they will not 
permit this. They will take measures to pre- 
vent it.

Then an injunction 
is asked to prevent the County 
Treasurer from paying out the money for ad- 
vertising the law. and so forth. All these mat- 
ters are left hanging up. Now, I am sincereiy 
convinced that the iaw is unconstitutional and 
that it should not be voted on till these points 
are settled. Some parts might be beld consti- 
tutional and some unconstitutional. I don’t 
think the framers of the law éver intended that 
it should be voted on this fall and leave us 
without any provision for the next city elec- 
tion. In view of the importance of the sub- 
ject, I don’t know but the best course would be 
for Judge Prendergast to call a conference of 
lawyers and consult with them. The fact that 
the Supreme Court has divided equally shows 
how there is room for difference of opinion, 
and I think this would justify him in om 
ahead.

THE RACE IN DETAIL. 
. New York, Sept. 18.—The English out- 
ter Genesta retrieved herself by winning 
the regatta given under the auspices of 
‘the New York Yacht Club near Sanay Hook 
today. It was the annual race of the club, and 
the prizes consisted of two cups, one given by 
Commodore James Gordon Bennett for schoon- 
ers und the other by Vice-Commodore W. P. 
Douglas for cutters or sioops. There were 
eleven entries in the race today. The schoon- 
ers were tne Fortuna, Grayling, and Dauntiess; 
cutters Genesta, lLleen, Stranger, Clara, 
and Isis, and the centre-board sloops Gracie, 
Athlone, and Daphne. The day opened clear, 
with a stift breeze from the southwest. The 
course was a triangular run of thirty-five miles 
from an imaginary line drawn between tne 
Scotland Laghtship and the judges’ boat. The 
course was as follows: First leg, east by north; 
second leg, southwest by west by three-quar- 
ters west; and the third leg, bavk to starting 
po.nt. The first two legs were thirteen and 
one-third miles each, and the third 
was eight and one-third miles. The 
Genesta was towed down from her 
anchorage near Tompkinsville and arrived 
near the Scotland wreck about 10:30 a. m.

Adjoining, on the west, was a 
two-story structure, the upper floor be- 
ing the dust-room and beneath the 
office. Fifty feet west stands the mill eleva- 
tor, which contains 85,000 or 90,000 bushels of 
wheat.

MONTREAL’S FLOUR TRADE. 


THE MERCHANTS COMPLAIN THAT EXCESS- 
IVE TERMINAL CHARGES ARE RUIN- 
ING IT. 

MONTREAL, Que., Sept. 18.—[Special.]—An 
important meeting of flour merchants bas 
been held here to discuss the drawbacks which 
bandicap the trade. Mr. John Magor, in open- 
ing the meeting, said the flour trade of Mont- 
real, as compared with that of New York, Bos- 
ton, Halifax, and other cities, is hampered by 
excesssive terminal charges. In Boston free 
storage is given tor sixty days. In New York 
there is no limit to the time flour is held by the 
ral. ways free of charge, and in Halifax there 
is free storage for thirty dais on export 
goods. In Montreal almost as soon as flour 
arrives charges amounting to nearly 10 cents 
per barrel are put on the Montreal merchants, 
whereas the foreigner pays nothing. He snips 
on a through bili of ladimg from Chicago, St. 
Louis, Detroit, and other American cities, and 
these terminal charges are paid by the ral 
ways. They charge nothmg for storage, cart 
age, or wharfage, and the flour is taken with- 
out inspection. Now, if the railways do this 
for atoreigner or an Upper Canadian, why 
not fora Montrealer? For instance, a barre! 
of flour is shipped through from St. Louis to, 
say, St. Johns, New. oundland, at 58 cents per 
barrel, while the same flour, for the same des- 
tination, but not on a through ‘lading, costs 
seven and a balf to 10 cents per barrel more. 
The railways sbould include all the charges in 
the freight. If the railways would grant free 
storage tor a specified time, as in other cities, 
it would encourage the mi ler to send his prod- 
uct to this market, instead of hoiding it at 
home or sending t elsewhere, and the trade 
could then have some idea of what stock there 
was to work upon. Another source of complaint 
is that flour brought here “by boat is landed 
in a shed on the canal, and has to be removed 
w.thin forty-five hours or charges for storage 
and watching are added, and if the flour is not 
sold it bas to be carted to a store, tuus incur- 
ring storage, Cartage, and insurance of at least 
five cents per barrel. After consi ble dis- 
cussion it was decided to appointa committee 
to wait on the ra lways and try to obtain some 
relie from the excessive charges which now 
handicap the trade, and it was thought :f one 
line could be induced to make a concession the 
others would soon fail into line.

THE SILVER QUESTION. 


EX-SECRETARY WINDOM’S VIEWS ON THE 
* PROPOSED COMPROMISE. 

The Hon. William Windom of Minonesota, ex- 

Secretary of the Treasury, was at the Grand 

Pacific yesterday, ana was asked bis opinion 


on the proposed compromise on the s lver 
question. I do not think it will suit the sil- 
ver men, be said, although there are some 


things to be said in its favor. But it will be 
asked, Why not issue certificates on iron, or 
copper, or anytbing else where the fluctuations 
are not very rest? The compromise, if adopt- 
ed, will of course do away with the doubie 
standard, silver becoming simply werchandise. 
In my Opinion, adouble standard in wh ch sii- 
ver floais of its value is the best for this 
country, but Lalso believe that the present 
forcing of silver coinagweto cord it up in the 
Treasury, while not of immediate danger, is 
unsafe. Two moneys of unequal values can- 
not circulate sde by side for an extended 
period. The time will come when the poorer 
will drive out the better. If a mau has u rag- 
ged $1 bill and a Uright new $1 bi be will ai- 
ways keep the new one. it is on this princibie 
that the gold will be hoarded and disappear 
from sight the instant a panic begins. The 
result would be, if, as I do not de. ieve they 
will be, the present conditions are allowed to 
run on, that there would be a irigntful con- 
traction of the currency, and, if the alarm be- 
came still more severe, to loroe the Government 
to suspend pa ment of the legal-tenders in 
gold. I can see the possible dangers; but, not 
being ina position where it was necessary, I 
bave not thought out as carefully as 1 other- 
wise would the means of avoiding them.”’ 

“Can you give, in a general way, then, your 
opiuion?”’ 

„1 would like to see gold and silver the 
standard, but with enouvb me alin the latter 
to float it of ite own accord. This, of course, 
would be the gold standard on the start, but 
the double standard atterwards, until a serious 
fluctuation in the values of the metals re- 
quired another adjustment. It is a question 
which ought to be fully discussed, for on none 
is there more ignorance among those who be- 
lieve they understand it best as they discuss 
it on the box around the stove of the grocery 


store.

THe warmer weather of yesterday caused 
a general scattering of the last remaining 
fears of damage to the growing corn by frost, 
and the market was weak in consequence, 
there being a free sellmg of corn to be deliv- 
ered from the new crop. It is not thought in 
the trade that the surplus of old material is 
large enough to be oppressive at present 
prices, and some apprehensions were ex- 
pressed that the situation may be grasped by 
an enterprising capitalist to make the bears 
wince before the close of next month It 
may be remarked in this connection that the 


present year does not seem to be a good one 


for commercial corners. There is too much 
material on hand to make the idea attractive, 
and thus far the bulls have rather made their 
money (when they made any at all) by rais- 
ing . the ery and then selling out on 
the scare. That has been the case once 
in oats, and partially so in the 
market for hog products, It has not 


been possible to get up even a scare in wheat, 


the article being so plentiful as to cause a 
standing fright in the other direction in the 
minds of not afew. People in the trade 
have now pretty generally settled down to 
the belief that the corn crop of the United 
States this year will aggregate not far from 
2,000,000,000 bushels and the wheat 350,000,- 
000 bushels. These figures are substantially 
those of the Government Bureaa, and there 
is less disposition than usual to find fault 
with the estimates. But in regard to the 
quantity of wheat available they are as much 
at sea as ever. Most of those who essay the 
task of figuring out how much we shall have 
for export allow at least 330,000,000 bushels 
as the requirements of the United States for 
bread and seed, which is certainly a liberal 
estimate and probably not far from 10 per 
cent in excessof the truth. But the estimates 
of the quantity of old wheat on hand vary 
much more widely than that, and unfort- 
unately there are no known means of verifi- 
cation. 


FAILURE OF THE BOGUS TEST CASES 

In attempting yesterday to decide the 
bogus cases taken up from Judge Pren- 
dergast’s court to test the new Election 
law the es of the Supreme Court found 
them } equally divided and were com- 
pelled to render a decision which per- 
mits the act to be submitted to the people, 
while the entire ground of legal technicalities 
must be gone over again from the beginning. 
The decision is practically a wullity, 
leaving the question just where it was before. 
The botch that Judge Prendergast made of 
this matter is now apparent. He obstinately 
insisted on taking the cases out of the hands 
of the attorneys and sending them to the 
Supreme Court according to the patent 
method which is now illustrated by its re- 
sults. Ordinarily when a higher court is 
equally divided the ruling of the lower 
tribunal stands, but the rule will not fully 
apply in this instance, since in getting up his 
bogus cases Prendergast decided both ways 
and executed a double-shuffle which the 
Supreme Court could not willingly attempt 
to imitate, Prendergast alone is responsible 
for the abortive and ridiculous decision just 
rendered. 

Judge Prendergast granted the order sub- 
mitting the Election law to a vote of the 


people and published the notice required by 


law, but refused to direct the County Clerk 
to prepare the necessary blanks and tally- 
sheets. Now, if Prendergast’s decision 1s to 
stand, under the rule which applies when the 
Judges of the higher court are equally di- 
vided, it is apparent that the matter is decided 
both ways. So far as the publication of the 
election notice and the order of submission 
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it will be sustained by a majority of the 
Judges, 
Under the decision of the Supreme Court 


the Election law remains to be submitted to 


a vote of the people this fall. ‘The order has 
been made out, and it is too late for Judge 

himself to vacate it, True, 
there is no way to compel the County Clerk 


of election may furnish the tally-sheets them- 


selves. The vital matter which the bogus 
cases attempted to present was the submis- 
sion of the act to a vote of the people, and, 
as the necessary order stands unrevoked and 
beyond even the power of Prendergast to 
vacate it, the Election law must be voted 
upon this fall. The decision of the Supreme 
Court simply proves the inglorious failure of 
the Prendergast plan to have all technicalli- 
ties disposed of before the vute of the people 
is cast on a proposed law. 


THE DEMOCRATIC JAiL DELIVERY. 

When the Democrats sounded their cain- 
paign ery, Turn the rascals out,” it was 
generally supposed that if they were success- 
ful they would not put rascals in.

Jerry Mulroy, recently appointed custodian 
of the new public building in Cincinnati, has 
served two terms in the workhouse, has 
three court sentences charged up against him, 
and has been convicted of stealing a dog. 

One of the janitors in the money-order 
division of the Cincinnati Post-Office has 
served a three years’ term in the peniten- 
tiary for stealing watches. 

J. B. K. Connelly, recently appolated 
Chief of the Bureau of Agricultural Statistics 
for Ohio, has served a term in the jail of 
Lake County for three months for stealing a 
note, and only escaped the penitentiary upon 
the ground that the note was not valuable, as 
it could not be collected, It was this case 
upon which Gen. Boynton passed the apt 
comment that it was a little hard upon the 
Ohlo farmers to have a man sent out to col- 
lect agricultural statisxics from them when it 
would be necessary for them to lock up their 
chickens and other movables upon his put 
ting in an appearance. It at least is no an- 
swer to this outrage to say that he cannot 
steal statistics so long as there is other port- 
able property about. 

Theodore Tyrer, who lately received an 
appointment in the Treasury Department at 
Washington, was sentenced to five years in 
the Auburn (N. T.) Penitentiary for forgery, 
served three years, and was pardoned out by 
Tilden. He then went to Minnesota and en- 
gaged in business at Albert Lea. In 1881 he 
decamped for the Far West, and it was soon 
found that he had been forging again. A 
Sheriff brought him back. He was indicted 
on ten distinct charges of forgery, pleaded 
guilty to two of them, and was sent to the 
Stillwater Penitentiary for four years, and 
was released only last May by commutation 
of time for good behavior. He boasted even 
before he left the penitentiary that he 
had a friend who had promised to get him 
employment at Washington.” Who the 


friend was is not known, but he was ac- 


quainted with Cleveland when he was a law- 
yer at Buffalo, and Cleveland acknowledges 
the acquaintance by appointing the ex-con- 
vict and forger to a place of trust in the 
Treasury Department!

Two Postmasters recently appointed cannot 
qualify because they are in jail awaiting trial 
upon serious charges. Two others have 
served terms in jail, Several other parties 


who ought to be in the penitentiary have re- 


ceived distinguished consideration. Higgins, 
who is the special pet of the Administration, 
is a ballov-box stuffer, and during his unsavory 
career in Baltimore shielded criminals from 
the penalties of their offenses, Capt. Bacon, 
who was appointed Chief Weigher of the 
Brooklyn district upon Gen. Grant’s recom- 
mendation, and has been a man of acknow)- 
edged ability and uprightness, has had his 
place taken away from him and given to a 
Brooklyn Alderman, one of Boss McLaugh- 
lin’s blowers and strikers and the preprietor 
of a gin-mill, with hardly a ray of intelli- 
gence in his face,” says the mugwump New 
York Times.

They may 


have performed their official duties with the | 


greatest fidelity and engaged in politics only 


as private citizens without abusing their pub- 


lic authority in any way, but their conduct is 


offensive nevertheless. The same rule 


does not apply in the case of a Democrat. 
One of Mr. Cleveland’s first acts was to 
appoint members of Democratic committees 
to places in his Cabinet, and the program 
thus adopted has been made general in re- 
gard to appointments throughout the country. 
No amount of partisan service disqualifies a 
Democrat for appointment to office. In the 
case of a Republican, political activity is re- 
garded as offensive partisanship, while with 
a Democrat it is merely the exercise of in- 
dividual political rights.” 

If Messrs. Judd and Donovan were Re- 
publicans, and sustained toward a Blaine and 
Logan club the same relation they hold to 
the Young Democracy, they would be sum- 
marily removed as offensive partisans.” 
Being Democrats, however, it is perfectly 
safe to say that their political activity will 
be regarded as the exercise of Individual 
political rights.” ‘The Civil-Service Com- 
missioners are powerless to enforce any rule 
against them or secure their discharge from 
office. When it comes toa matter of offen- 
sive partisanship the President is the only 
judge, and it ought to be known by this 
time that in Mr. Cleveland’s opinion Repub- 
licans are the only partisans who can 8 
offense. 

Republican officials did not expect to con- 
tinue holding office under a Democratic Ad- 
ministration, nor was. it thought that the 
new Democratic officials would be severely 
non-partisan. Republicans do not question 
the right of Democratic officeholders to take 
part in politics in a decent manner, without 
abusing their official authority or neglecting 
their duties; but they do protest against the 
sham and pretense of the ‘ offensive-parti- 
san” pretext. Democrats and Republicans 
alike are disgusted with the ‘‘ non-partisan ”’ 
pretenses and spoils-grabbing practices of the 
Administration. A first-class humbug might 
meet with some success, but a transparent 
sham excites the contempt of both parties. 


The people are not to be duped by a false | 


pretense that is exposed in its true character 
every day. Democrats themselves are nause- 
ated with the program of hypocritical pre- 
tensions. They want to take the offices in a 
bold and open fashion, without requiring 
every appointee to continue acting and feel- 
ink like a sneak. The offensive-partisanship 
humbug has itself become offensive to the 
intelligence of the people, and a large ma- 
jority of both parties would be glad to have 
the shibboleth put on the retired list. 


THE GLADSTONE MANIFESTO. 

Mr. Gladstone has returned from his Nor- 
wegian journey with. renewed health, and 
has signalized his purpose to take part in the 
pending campaign by issuijpg an address to 
his Midlothian constituents, He appeals to 
the electors for a favorable verdict by insti- 
tuting a comparison between the results of 
the recent Parliament and those of its prede- 
cessor, and claims the credit of the improved 
condition of India under a conciliatory poli- 


cy, the pacific settlement of South African 


troubles, and the closing up of the Anglo- 
Afghan dispute with Russia. He manfully 
acknowledgés that-the Soudan invasion, as 
well as the occupation of Egypt, was a 
mistake, though it was necessitated by 
the Marquis of Salisbury’s interven- 
tion policy. He also favors reforms 
both in the Houses of Lords and 
Commons, free land, and the abolition of pri- 
mogeniture. Upon the Irish question he 
still favors giving that country the fullest 
measure of justice, as he has always done, 
but denounces the policy of separation. As 
to the disestablishment of the church, which 
forms such an important part of the Radical 
program, he is somewhat non-committal. His 
sympathies are known to be with the church, 
and the farthest that he goes ig to express 
his belief that it is sufficiently strong to sur- 
vive disestablishment. : 

The manifesto apparently is conservative, 
and many of the reforms which he urges, as 
he says himself, can only be accomplished 
in the remote future. It is questionable 


-whether his scheme is bold or enthusiastic 


enough to give complete satisfaction to 
the Liberals. It certainly will not 
suit the Irish in their present state of feel- 
ing, especially since Mr. Parnell's declara- 
tion of unconditional hostility to the present 
imperial system, as well as his demand for 
the protection of the native industries of his 
country. The only clear, unflinching policy 
which has been enunciated seems to be that 
of the Radicals, and from first to last it per- 
tains to reforms in domestic administration, 
which are likely to be the issues upon which 
the battle will be fought.

THE “YOUNG” DEMOCRACY. 

Mr. F. S. Winston, Corporation Counsel, and 
retiring President of the Young Democracy, 
in his address at theconvention of that organ- 
ization Thursday afternoon said: (1) Its 
[the Young Democracy’s] composition and 
character give the lie to the antique fable 
that the Democratic party has no existence 
among the young business-men of the com- 
munity”; (2) ‘* Whatever is by the 
Young Democracy should be done with no 
selfish motives, with no personal animosities, 
but with the desire to secure the success of 


the Democracy by honest and straightfor- 


ward methods,” Except possibly the excuse 
for Carter H. Harrison’s defeat last spring, 
set forth in a paragraph implying that he 
was defeated, not because of his own un- 
worthiness but because of the character of the 
convention that nominated him, these are the 
only passages of Mr. Winston’s speech 
worth discussing in connection with the 
gathering he called to order. 

All the reports of the convention in Demo- 
cratic as well as in Republican newspapers 
represent it as an unruly mob mostly of 
young men, among whom a few veteran 
nine workers,” to use a Democratic phrase, 
** got in their work.“ 

The convention did not consist of young 
business-men, or of young Democrats for 
that matter, as Mr. Winston’s speech implied. 
The delegates, with some notable exceptions, 
as in the case of the gentlemen sent to the 
convention from the Third, Fourth, and 
Eighteenth Wards, were either officeholders 
or officeseekers. The convention was con- 
ducted in accordance with machine usages, 
The President ruled according to, instructions 
from the floor.” An officeholder called the 
convention to order. An officebolder put the 
motion for adjournment sine die. Not a 
business-man was recognized by election to 
office, except one—Mr. Wells—and he was 
appointed Treasurer, perhaps because the 
convention could trust no ene else with the 
funds. 

Those of the delegates who were not old- 
timers are chronic officeseekers, fledgeling 
lawyers desirous of advertising themselves, 
or ambitious youngsters courting fame. In- 
stead of giving the lie,” as Mr. Winston 
expressed it, to the antique fable“ that the 
Democracy had no following among the 
young business-men, Thursday's convention 
confirmed a belief hitherto not put into the 
form of a statement. If there were young 
business-men in Thursday’s convention they 
were severely snubbed. If they. made an 
attempt to get a hearing they got none. 

Mr. ‘Winston gave the Young Democracy 
a character for unselfishness. He said they 
were actuated by a “desire to secure the 
success of the Democracy by honest and 
straightforward methods.” Every move 
made in the convention which he addressed 
was prearranged. There was no honesty in 
the methods pursued. The delegates, such 
as they were, were controlled by bosses and 
wire-pullers.. The ‘‘old machine” of the 
party was condemned by the speakers, but a 
new machine was established in its place. 

The new President spoke of the young 
blood” of the Democracy being alert for 
reform. Without questioning his rhetoric, it 
may be observed that his acceptance of the 
oftice which he now holds is a violation of 
every principle of reform—even of the law. 
His coadjutors in the management of the or- 


.ganization are, like himself, officeholders. 


Vice-Presidents, Secretaries, Executive Com- 
mitteemen are all of the officeholding or 
officeseeking class. 

The fact that the great governing race 
carried off all the offices of the organization 
but one or two is not worth much attention 
except among the members of the Young 
Democracy. That, however, seems to be the 
most serious grievance from a Democratic 
standpoint,

the Admiralty have decided not to renew the 
charters of the ocean steamers which were en- 
gaged six months ago to serve as armed cruis- 
ers. This action of the Admiraity Office is re- 
garded as a misfortune by most of the 
steamsbip-owners who are affected by it. 
The Government took their vessels at 
a time of great depression in the ocean-carry- 
ing trade, and has been paying handsomely for 
the nominal use of ships which would other- 
wise have been tied up to their wharves, earn- 
ing nothing and steadily deteriorating in value. 
Now ali these vessels are thrown back on the 
hands of their owners, and ocean freights are 
still phenomenally dull. The only line that 
seems likely to benefit by the change is that of 
the Cunard Company. The action of the 
Admiralty releases the Oregon and the 
Umbria of that line, and those vessels will 
be restored to the New York station. With 
the Utria and the Aurania they will make a 
fleet of the fastest vessels that ever plied be- 


‘tween Liverpool and New York. The Ounara 


Company proposes te maintain a weekly serv- 
ice with these four greybounds of the ocean, 
while all the other lines will be compelled to 
run at least five steamers to accomplish the 
same result.

the Chicago, Burimgton & 
Quiney Railroad Company to recover damages 
for alleged enarging of extortionate freight 
rates. He claimed that the rates charged him 
were in excess of the maximum rates as fixed 
by the Railroad Commissioners; that the Com- 
missioners fixed the maximum cbarges, and 
the Illinois statute gare a right of action to 
any shipper who was obliged to pay in excess 
or such rates fixed by the Commission- 
ers. The company filed pleas setting out 
that it was organized or formed by the consol 
ijdation of five or six other I'linois railroads, 
all of wich except one had the right by 
their charters to fix the amount of charges for 
carrying freight and passengers, while one of 
them trad no such right. The special charters 
were also set out in a special plea, and it was 


insisted that, inasmuch as all the constituent | 
corfipanies except one possessed the right to fix 


a tariff of charges, the consolidated company 
had the same right. 

It was further claimed that the statute pro- 
viding for the appointment of commissioners 
witb authority to fix rates was unconstitution- 
al. on the ground that all the consolidated com- 


panies except one had previously secured the 


richt from the State to fix their own 


cares independent of legislative control, and 
the fact that one of the companies had secured 


no such exemption could not deprive all the 
other companies of their special privileges. 


- Demurrers were flied to the pleas and argued 


some months ago before Judge Gresbam. 

The question involved is a very important 
one, which hus never as yet been decided by 
the Supreme Court, and Judge Gresham's opin- 
ion, delivered yesterday on the demurrers, in 
effect sustains the validity of the appoint- 
ment of Railroad Commissioners und of the 


law against discriminations, and bolds the Chi- 


cago, Burlington & Quincy Road must con- 
form thereto. 

The Judge decided. yesterday in substance 
that the consolidated company took its char- 
acter from the character of the constituent 
companies from which it was organized, and 
that one of these companies was suiject to 
legislative control. The consolidation was a 
voluntary ove on the part of the sompanies 
ente ing into it, and the case stood just as if 
the detendant bad been organized by the con- 
solidation of two companies, one independent 
of and the other subject to legislative control. 
In ali cases in which doubts arose asto the 
powers of corporations, those doubts were to 
be reaolved in favor of the public, and the peo- 
ple could not be deprived of their right to con- 
trol a corporation which was subject to legis- 

ative control by such corporation entering 
into consolidation with others not subject 
to such control. Any otmer or different 
ruling would enable a company holding a 
charter subject to legislative control to de- 
prive the people of such control by permitting 
itself to be swallowed up by consolidation wita 
other companies holding cbarters which 
secured to them the right to fix their own rates 
independent of legislative or any other power. 
This practically disposes of the case, sustain- 
ing the law and the right of the plaintiff to re- 
cover. The railroad company took exceptions 


to the rulings and will carry the matter atonce 


to the Supreme Court of the United States. 

This is substan a new decision. The 
case of Ruggies vt, the People, taken to the 
Supreme Court of the United States, arose in 
Bureau County on that part of the Burling- 
ton’s consolidated road which was originally 
organized under the charter of the Central 
‘Military Track Company. The case did not 
directiy involve parts of the consolidated road 
built under other special charters, but the 
principles upon which the case was decided 
were broad enough to cover most if not all the 
special charter under which other portions of 
the road were built. 

THE BALTIMORE & OHIO AIR-LINE SCHEME. 

Although efforts are making by certain par- 
ties to discredit the report, published in Tus 
TRIBUNE a Cay or two ago, that the Baltimore 
& Unio contemplates the extension of its line 
from Centreton, O., to New York, thus giving 
it an air hne from Chicago to New York of 
only about 750 miles in length, and about 
100 miles sborter tban any other line, 
yet from additional information received there 
can be but little doubt of the correctness of 
the statement. The news in the first place 
eame from a leading official of the Baltimore 
& Ohio, and the detailed account be gave of 
the proposed route and the various points 
“which it expects to strike showed that he knew 
‘what he was talking about. It appears that 
a road to New York from  Centre- 
ton, O., over identically tne same 
route as the proposed one was surveyed a year 
or two ago and it has been found entirely 
feasible. It is believed that the line can be 
completed in the most substantial manner in 
less than two years. That the Baltimore & 
Ohio bas long been trying to get another out- 
let to New York is a welkeknown fact. But it 
has all along been the opinion that it would 
be from Baltimore to New York. It has suc- 

in getting to Philadelphia, but 
its efforts to reuch New York from 
that point have not been successful. As such 
route at best would hardly afford the Bal- 
timore & Uhio the opportunity it needs to com- 
te with the Pennsylvania and other direct

Narrow Escape of the Steamship Inter- 
Ocean from Feundering Other 


‘Mawrrowoe, Wis, Sept. 18.—[Special. Capt. 
Sam Marshall and the crew of the schr Fioretta ar- 
rived hére today and reported the loss of their 
vessel of this port this morning. The Fioretta, 
which was bound for Chicago with & cargo of ore, 
rode safely through the gale of Thursday. and when 
the pumps were sounded at 4 O'clock this morning 
she was not making any water. Four hours later 
she sprung a teak, and ali hands were ordered to 
the pumps. The water came ia so fast, bow 
ever, that the pumps were of no avail, 
and then her bows began to settle. Find- 
ing that it would be folly to stick by 
the sinking vessel any longer, Capt. Marshall 
ordered the crew to collect their dunnage and get 
into the yawl. After pulliig about a half-mile 
from the wreck the crew were startied by a terrific 
explosion. and saw the schooner’s cabin and decks 
blown high into the air while her masts 
toppled over fmhto the seas. There was 
a perfect shower of broken timbers after 
the concussion and then the bull sunk from sight. 
The crew then pulled ‘ashore. Capt. Marshall 
ventures the theory that the air in the hold was so 
forcibly compressed by the sinking of the bows and 
the water rushing in as to cause the explosion. 
The entire crew left for Ohicago tonight on the 
Goodrich boat. 


A dispatch received from Capt. Sam Marshall 
last evening stated that his vessel, the schr Fior- 
etta, went down in deep water fifteen miles of 
Manitowoc at 9 o'clock yesterday morning. The 
crew, consisting of seven men, made their escape 
in the vessel's yawi, and succeeded in reaching 
Manitowoc. Vessel and cargo are a total loss. No 
particulars were given as to the direct cause of the 
disaster, but it is inferred that she sprung a bad 
leak during the heavy southerly wind and big sea 
that prevailed throughout Thursday, and that the 
water got beyond the control of her pumps until 
she foundered, The Floretta was owned by J. V. 
Taylor of Chicago, and was built at Detroit in 1867. 
She measured 320 tons, and was what is called a 
“canal schooner,” having been designed express- 
ly for the Welland Canai trade in the days when 
the traffic between Chicago and Lake Ontarie ports 
was a dosen times greater than now. When built 
she cost about $80,000, but now her valuation is set 
down in the Inland Lioyds at $9,000. She wae in- 
sured for $6,600 in the Phenix. At the time of the 
disaster she was bound for Chicago with 650 tons 
of iron-ore, consigned to the Joliet Steel-Works. 
The cargo was insured for its full value in the St. 
Paul Fire & Marine and the freight-list in the Con- 
tinental. ; 


THE INTER-OCEAN’S NARROW ESCAPE. 

ESCANABA, Mich., Sept. 18.-—-[Special.|—The 
steamship Inter-Ocean, which left this port for 
Chicago Wednesday with a cargo of iron-ore, 
came very near foundering in Lake Michigan last 
evening. Soon after passing outof Green Bay 
she encountered a gale from the south- 
ward and a heavy head sea. When of 
Ahnapee her machinery broke down and 
her consort, the barge R. J. Carney, was 
cast adrift. The Inter-Ocean fell of into the 
trough of the sea and shipped so much water that 
her crew thought she would go don from under 
them. She made sail, however, and stuck by the 
ship until this morning, when they fell in with the 
steamship Merrimac of Plum Island, which took 
the Inter- Ocean in tow and brought her here. She 
is leaking considerably.

LIKE MANY OTHERS IT IS MADE UP LARGELY 
WITROUT REFERENCE TO FACTS. 


A Washington dispatch, printed yesterday 
morning, contained the statement that Special 
Treasury Agent Pbenix was investigating cer- 
tain affairs connected with the Chicago Cus- 
tom-House. Compla:nt, it seems, was made a 


tew weeks ago by Michael Murray, a discharged 


fireman, tothe effect that be had been re- 
moved by Chief Engineer Walbridge without 
cause and a new man put in bis place; that he, 
Murray, had worked for the Governmeht 
while the building was in course of construc 
uon, and that ne had been maimed dy an acci- 
dent while so employed.

dealers. These charges, the man said, could 
easily be proven. The dispatcd also contains 
the assertion that Collector Spaiding bad trans- 
mitted a report of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury stating that he had investigated the 
charges about four years ago, and that, being 
sat sfied of their correctness, be bad discbaryed 
Walbridge, but that the man had subsequently 
brought strong infivence to bear, and 
through the intercession of Senator Logan he 
und been forced to reinstate him. 41 this 
being taken as true, it was alleged as a grand 
Anale that Mr. Spaiding's action in the matter 
was to be regarded as grounds for bis removal. 

The facts ia the case as ascertained by a re- 
porter for Taz TRIBUNE are as follows: The 
man Michael Murray was not removed for the 
causes given, but dropped from the rolls 
July 14 in accordance with instructions 
from Washington directing the custodian 
to cut down expenses 80 per cent. 
Waibridge was never discharged at any time, 
and consequently there is no sense iu the state- 
mont that the Collector allowed himseif to be 
forced by political influences to reinstate bim. 
Special-Agent Puenix said the report had been 
completed and mailed to Washington. He 
would not say what his recommendation was.

SIDEWALK CONTRACTORS MAKE THEIR COM- 
PLAINTS. 

The sidewalk contractors, W. F. Hair, N. H.

Mr. Bouter a:leged that Stearns 
had collected bills owing him, and re used to 
pay over $100 of the amount. Stearns claimed 
that the money was given him by Bouter to 
use for political purposes at the Peoria State 
Democratic Convention. Bouter is not a citi- 
zen and bas never voted. He aiso said that he 
got a $1,200 contract from a man named Ayers, 
and when Stearns was told that be had received 
the money Stearns asked, Well, do I get any 
of it?’ Bouter sad No,“ and Stearns 
warned him it would be made bot for uim 
in the future.

ELIJAH AND GROVER. 
SPEAKER HAINES’ FRIENDLY CALL ON 
DENT CLEVELAND—INDIAN LORE. 

Speaker E. M. Haines has returned from 
Washington completely captivated with Presi- 
dent Cleveland. 

He is a very careful man,“ Mr. Haines said 
yesterday, and one that 1 would be inclined 
to agree with in his opinions. Of course he 
has to rely on others iargeiy in making ap- 
pointments, and | could swe he felt the dungers 
of mistakes. He seemed seaching tor some 
one to teli him the truth—something he does 
not bear a great deal of probably. I saw from 
the way he spoke and asked bis questions that 
he had become somewhat suspicious of what 
was told him. My mission was not political at 
ailin visiting Washington, however, and I said 
nothing, aitbougn 1 
cieured up matters be could not understand 
apparentiy. 1 was there looking up some 
works tor my book on the Indians.” 

“ When is it to appear?” 

“IT have one work—**Forty Years in I- 
nois ’’—about completed, and the Indian work, 
which I bave not named, will come next. It 
Will take up the meanings ot In lian words, and 
to Go this will cover the Indians from Poca- 
hontas down, although I will try and not lum- 
ber it down to the Thirty-thiruly of a Presby- 
terian preacher; neither will the book deal with 
the derivations of Indian words in a 
dry, dictionary way. For example, in tracing 
the word ‘Chicago’ I find it first in Peoria 200 
years ago, where Father Hennepin says the 
Indians calied their fort ‘Chicago.’ it was 
then brought from the Indians towards the 
lake, being first applied to a river in Will Coun- 
ty and then to the Aux Plaiges. The portage 
across the latter was afterwards calledg* Chica- 
go Portage, and when the Indians began crogs- 
ing the preseut Chicago River near the lake 
the portage was called the same as that acruss 
the Despiaines. It was neariy a hundred \ ears 
before any one asked what ‘Chicago’ originally 
meant, but the Indians who had known its 
meaning were then long since gone. They were 
probebiy the Miamis, but th.s is not certain. 
The Pottawatomies, who had adopted the term, 
did not know anything about it, although their 
word * Chicago,’ meaning ‘skunk,’ came near it, 
apparentiy, but in reailty there is no connec 
tion between the two. In such cases I will ex- 
plum as far as possible, and then say'the mean- 
ing of the word cannot be ascertained. There 
is a limitiess field tor investigation, and a very 
interesting one, but 1 have st last set my stakes, 
and will compiete the work within them.”

It was the poem of broad- 
cloth and fine linen, of flounces and furbelows, 
of epigrams and biliets-doux; and the author, 
with his delicate artistic instinct supplying the 
place of native originality, was justly hailed 
as the laureate of a thousand boudoirs. If he 
then wrote for school-girls and club-idiers, now 
he writes for men and women of the world; 
but after reading this epic of modern life, as 
ite admirers would fain call it, one must de- 
clare that all the greatness lies in the ambi- 


tion of the author, and not in his achievement. | 


Take any one of Hawthorne's stories, or Dick- 
ens’ sketches, or Lamb’s ruminative essays, 
and it bas a better right to the name of poetry 
than this bose tale; in which forced inven- 
tion takes place of imagination, and in 
which piatitudes trickle through innumerable 
pages in mellifluent monotony. The form 
adopted is the eight-line Italian model of 
“Don Juan; and a medium so favor 
able for brilliant transitions is unfortu- 
mate for the reason it re- 
peatedly recalis Byron’s incisive wit 
to the disadvantage of Lord Lytton’s spasmod- 
ic fippancy. The world of letters was proba- 
bly never provided with a better illustration of 
Edgar Poe's dictum that a long poem is a con- 
tradiction in terms than in this political pam- 
phlet ot inflated rhyme. There is no room 
upon Parnassus for the packhorses of fiction, 


although every age produces writers Wo 


would make the winged steed stagger beneath 
loads of philosophy, morality, or sociology 
in striving to gain the enchanted mount. 
The didactic writers of the eighteenth cent- 
ury are not today numbered among the poets; 
their reams of homiletic verse are deservediy 
forgotten; and ly the same fate awaits 
those who in this age would confound prose 
with poetry, and substitute for the suggestive- 
ness of fancy the significance of fact. There 
is no great thought to stir the generous blood 
in this latest anomaly of literature; there is no 
line to linger musically in the memory and sing 
itself into one’s life; but there is prose from 
first to last, wear ungracefully the 
garb of hie high-bprn kinsman, but 
never effectually disgu'sed. Considered 
not as a poem, but as a novel 
which should be demetricized. **Glenaveril” 
shows an immense amount of patient industry, 
some weil-drawn types of character, a few 
deftly-tippei shafts of satire, and a plot not- 
able for its boldness if not for ite consistency 
and truth. Many readers will no doubt be 
glad to be spared some tedious labor by find- 

ing here a synopsis of the story: ö 
Lord and Lady Glenaveril are travelmg in 
Switzerland, where the former meets a sudden 
and violent death by accident—thereby con- 
veniently fulfilling a tradition existing in a 
family noted for recklesness that each chief 
must meet a bloody end. His wife is seized al-

and kiss upon the threshold of a little Swiss 
cottage. In this humble dwelling Frau Müller, 
a poor preacher's wife, is delivered of a 
boy, which she nurses together with that 
of her guest, and the author's wit emits 
its brightest scintillation when with questiona- 
bie taste he compares her to a table d' böte. 
Here is the germ of the plot; but it must be 
confessed that the seriousness of the situation 
is slightly marred by a iingering impression of 
that Gilbertian beroine, * Little Buttercup.” 
The two boys grow up, and the book grows 
with them, rhymes bemg piled upon one an- 
other with the mechanical regularity of bricks. 
Ivor Glenaveril turns out to be a young man 
entirely different from all his ancestors—tak- 
ing no interest in his feudal possessions, 
and inclining rather to study and a pale, medi- 
tative life. He enters Parliament at 23, and 
his début gives his versifying bistorian an op- 
portunity to satirize many prominent figures 
of the present time in the House of Lords. The 
author revenges himself for his recall from 
India (the poet was recently Viceroy) by hit- 
ting off with happy Byronio touches the pe- 
culiarities of his Liberal foes. Young Glena- 
veril soon abandons society and politics to seek 
in Germany bis boyhoud friend, Emanuel 
Miler, while all the time the reader 
is left in doubt as to the identity of each. A 
neat and finished picture is drawn of Edeirath, 
a good old professor who watches over the 
destinies of the interesting lads. Emanuel, 
who is studying for the ministry in accordance 
with the wishes of his bumble parents, is 
proud, adventurous, and high-bred—the exact 
opposit of his lordly but modest friend, 
Gienaveril. It is the latter who suggests 
that, like two knights exchanging: arms 
for gcod-fellowship, they temporarily ex- 
change names and positions—tbe aristocrat 
to de known as the student, the student to be 
known as the Lord. Here a new element is 
introduced into the story which demands a 
separate paragraph. (Lord Lytton gives it 
several books.) .

If Lotd Lytton could bring himseif to give 
half the attention to the law of development 
that be has to heredity, the idea might occur to 
him that, were caste as permanent as be has 
described, it would be difficult to ac- 
count for the rise of the first aris- 
tocracies. The unpleasant truth is, 
that the culture of centuries has 
not yet answered a conundrum which Jack 
Cade or some of his fellows propounded, and 
which holds more of the poetry of human nat- 
ure in two lines than the present author has 
compressed into six books: 

When Adam delved and Eve span, 

Who was then the gentleman? 

In the course of the work the author ad- 
vances some pet theories for settling lands in 
the West, where, from the picture he paints of 
the pioneers, one would think that he intended 
some refiection upon the debauchery of the 
Earl oi Aylesford or the bomicidal propensi- 
ties of the Marquis de Mores: 

As savage as the soil is, are the men! 

Rough customers—a most furbidding lot 
All of. them, as the Devil said, sir, when 

He saw the Ten Commandments; yet there’s not 
A man among them but can now and then, 

if there's occasion for it, from a sot 
And ruffian, change himself into a stoic, 

Intrepid, patient, sober, and heroic. 
The scheme of colonization is simply the Social- 
istic one (Lord Lytton regards it as a novelty) 
of giving five acres to each emigrant rent-free, 
to be held while the tenant is industrious: the 
entire society to be governed by a vaguely- 
defined oligarchy. Aye, there's the rub! Men 
must themselves become idea:ized abstractions 
before they will accept an ideal government; 
and this author's idea is as absurd as making 
men to order to fit coats instead of coats to fit 
men. Utopia he modestly calis his visionary 
project, and, despite bad rhymes, there are 
some haif-truths in his comments on that oft- 
used word: 
Utopia hath 
At all times been, and so it must be still.

POEMS BY THOMAS BAILEY ALDRICH. 

It is a relief to turn from the prolixity of 
** Glenaveril”’ to one of the daintiest and most 
captivating volumes of verse that have been 
issued from the press this season. Thomas 
Bailey Aldrich belongs to the minor choir of 
light and graceful singers whose projenitor 
was Herrick, and whose roll ef fame comprises, 
among Others, Praed, Locker, Leigh Hunt, and 
Austin Dobson. Were one asked to indicate 
the nature and the quality of the American 
poet's work, he could not better acquit himseif 
of the task than by quoting the lines entitied 
** Hesperides,” in which Mr. Aldrich voices as 
an ambition what bas long ago taken the form 
of accomplishment: 

If thy soul, Herrick, dwelt with me, 

This ie what my songs would be: 

Hints of our sea-breezes bient 

With odors from the Orient; 

Indian vessels deep with spice; 

Star-showers from the Noriand ice; 

Wine-red jewels that seem to hold 

Fire. but only burn with cold; 

Antique goblets strangely wrought, 

Filled with the wine of happy thought; 
Bridal measures, vain regrets, 

Laburnum-buds and violets; 

Hopeful as the break of day, 

Clear as crystal, new as May; 

Musical as brooks that run 

O’er yellow shallows in the sun; 

Soft as the satin fringe that shades 

The eyelids of thy fragrant maids; 

Brief as thy lyrics, Herrick, are, 

Ané polished as the bosom of a star.

There is something of native humor, too, in 
this exquisit treatment of the monkish legend, 
where the lightly-sp@d shaft of satire just 
grazes the closed wings of faith: -

They could hear the priest at his prayers, 
And the litany overhead, 


They knew when the great crowd stirred

Mr. Addrich is always happiest when he is 
most brief; be is incapable—and his admirers 
would scarceiy wish him to be capable—of a 
sustained flight. No one is more felicitous 
than be in giving terse apd complete expres- 
sion to the unvoiced longings, the unformu- 
lated regrets, and the sudden touches of’ sad- 
ness that go to make up the thought-history of 
many lives. To give these shadows substance 
is no little triumph, and itis one which Mr. 
Aldrich achieves in such quatrains as the fol- 
lowing: 

CIRCUMSTANCE. 
Linked to a clod. harassed and sad 

With sordid cares, she never knew life’s sweet, 
Who should have moved in marbie halle and had 

Kings and Crown-Princes at her feet. 

It will be observed that, in all the examples 
quoted, the author never goes beyond the sug- 
gestiveuess which is the soul of poetry or per- 
mits it to run into flat and prosaic statement. 
The only inartistic touch that one can find in 
the present volume is at the close of the verses 
entitled The Sultana”’: 

But, pallid, luminous, cold. 
Like a fantom Che filis the place, 
Siek to the heart in that cage of goid, 
With her sumptuoys disgrace. 
The word *‘ disgrace” is emphatically an infe- 
licity. It is a fall from the plane of fancy to 
tust of fact. The idea of disgrace should 
be Suggested; bere it is stated: the result is 
disiNusionment. A line as poetically false as 
the one just indicated may be seen ip the Sep- 
tember number of the Century, one verse end- 
ing with the description of a pountry ** where 
mallard ducks abound.” “Where mallard

Some of the verses in the present volume 
are old favorits, and some are comparatively 
new; but it goes without saying that Mr. Al- 
drich bas not realized in the variety of this 
work the promise of his early years. The few 
gems there are, however, are highly polisbed, 
and will shine for the delight of posterity when 
hundreds of lengthy poems are relegated to 
obscurity. As Mr. Aldrich truly sings: 
It often chances that the stanchest boat 
Goes down in seas whereon a leaf might float; 
What mighty epics have been wrecked by Time 
Since Herrick launched his cockle-shells of rhyme!

“THE SONG CELESTIAL,” 
ARNOLD. 
It requires catholijcity of taste to turn ab- 
ruptly trom the senguous and place oneself in 
sympathy with what is coldly spiritual. Yet 
such a demand is made by Mr. Edwin Arno!d’s 
latest volume. Song Celestial, which is 
a trauslauon of dne of the most famous 
pieces of Sanscrit literature, being an episode 
in the epic of the Mahabharata. It is supposed 
to have been writtem in the third century after 
Christ, and is a discwurse in eighteen sections 
upon mystical topics, between the Deity, dis- 
guised us a chariote@r, and Aryuna, Prince of 
India, his favorit disciple. Mr. Arnold is in- 
clined to think that there are ‘* echoes in this 
poem of the lessonsiof Galilee and the Syrian 
incarnation.”” It is almost startling to open 
the book at randdm and read (page 93) this 


passage: i 
P Nay, Prince! 
If one of evil life tuyn in his thought 
Straightiy to me, count him amidst the good; 
He hath the high way chosen; he shall grow 
Righteous ere long; he shall attain that peace 
Which changes not, 
Beautiful.as teaching like this may be, it is 
only a cruel form of seli-decepnon to leave 
the simpiest chapter in the New Testament and 
hope to find in Asiatic mysticism ‘nobler les- 
sous of the life and duty and higher comfort. 
tor the suffering heart. “Come to me, ail ye 
that labor and are heavy-laden, and I will give 
you rest, is the language of Christ; and it is 
folly to be deaf to its tender pathos and open 
one’s ears to pure but impracticabie Brahman- 
ic doctrines. The truth which would speak to 
men’s hearts and which purports to 
be of eternal and inestimable value 
to them must not be couched in the terms ot 
an, esoteric science. Tunis Song Celestial, as 
it is calied, preaches Pantbeism in the widest 
sense, and inculcates, as ite highest .esson of 
ethics, renunciation, sélf-sacrifice, self-sup- 
pression. Wherein does all this differ from the 
asceticism which drove tne Christian saints 
into the deserta in the days of old, and chained 
St. Simeon Siylites to his pillar? And 
it is called happiness-—this killing 
of the craving for 
The long, dull ache called life is relieved by 
the destruction of tne lite- nerve. But the 
malady of existence is still as bad as ever, and 
all because an Opiate is not @ remedy. There 
is nothing in this book in the way of specu- 
lative thought or intuitive knowiedge that has 
not been sounded by the plummet of Western 
philosophy; and mere is no message of moral 
good which men have not already beard from 
sweeter and more eloquent lips. Consider, for 
instance, this very striking passage; . 
Be not over-giad 
Attaining joy, and be not over-sad 
Encountering grief, but, stayed on Brahma, still 
Constant let each abide. The sage whose soul 
Holds off from outer contacts, in himself 
Finds bliss; to Brahma joined by piety 
His spirit tastes eternal peace. The joys 
Springing from sense-life are but quickening wombs 
Which breed sure griefs: those joys begin and end! 
The wise mind takes no pleasure, Kunti’s son, 
In such as those! But, if a man shail learn, 
Even while he lives and bears his body’s chain, 
To master lust and anger, he is biest! 
Very good is all this teaching and yet the same 
precepts have been uttered by Western genius, 
speaking without hope, without fear, and with- 
out faith in the stoicism of the religion of 
humanity. It was Shakspeare who held up to 
the world as his ideal, 
A man who Fortune’s buffets and rewards

Dante Gabriel Rossetti has written one of his 
mystical, but not one of his most beautiful, 
poems on the subject of Lilith, the legendary 
predecessor ot Eve in Paradise; and now comes 
Ada Langwortby Collier with a lengthy versical 
essay to which she gives the same name. In 
her preface she mentions the curious, but by 
no means established. theory of some etymol- 
Ogists that the English word “Lullaby” is de- 
rived from two Arab worde which 
mean “Beware of Linth.“ Tt is not 
prepossessing to find in Miss Collier’s 
introductory verses, *“ To Valeria,“ false pauses 
and false measures that prove her to be devoid 
ot a fine sense of technique. It certainly ar- 
gues some sort of imagination to write 100 
pages of verse on so indefinit and airy a topic 
as that which the author has selected. The

Mr. George S. Merriam's Life and Times of 
Samuel Bowles” will be pubiished Oct. 1 by 
the Century Company. 

It is whispered that the Narrative of Mit 
tary Service ’’ which Gen. Hazen has sent to 
the press of Ticknor & Co. will rouse 4 good 
deal of discussion in military circles. 

Gen. Grant’s third paper in the Century War 
series, a description of the battle of Chatta- 
nooga, will appear in the November Century. 
The Wilderness articie will be printed in one 
of the winter numbers. 

James Russell Loweil’s “ Hawthorne,”’ in 
the American Menof Letters Series, will be 
published at an early day by Houghton, Mifflin 
& Co. No volume in the series bas been 
awaited with quite the same interest as this, 
nor is likely to fill so large a space. 

Under its new management the Massachusetts 
Magazine (tormerly the Bay State Monthly) will 
take on a more attractive and progressive 
character. One of the special features of the 
early numbers will be a series of papers on 
New England in the Civil War by old and prom- 
inent veterans.

— Highway rob- 
bery, pure and simple, is what the pretended 
owners of the Evanston Road are daily. com- 
mitt ug on the suffering public. Why the pub- 
jie has submitted to that contemptibie robbery 
for so many years, past is really wonderful. 
Declared by the courts to have no franchise,

THH BRIDGE NUISANCE AGAIN. 

CMmcado, Sept. 17.— [Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—St. Louis bas a big bridge, but it is not so big 
a nuisance as our little Chicago bridges. There 
is where Chicago is ahead. For three or four 
mornings in succession those who have tried to 
reach down-town by the Van Buren street 
line. bave been obliged to wait from fifteen 
minutes to balf an hour to accommodate some 
lazy craft sauntering along the limpid waters 
of the South Branch. 

Now, bere is a matter of justice and equity. 
It was estimated that from twenty-five to fifty 
cars were thus blockaded. They hold say fifty 
passengers each, making say 1,500 people wait- 
ing the nod of a couple of bridgetenders or of 
three or four sloop Captains or tugmen. And 
who are these people thus compelled to wait? 
They are working-people and business-men 
eager to get to their posts. The time is a little 
before 8, and instead of being at our offices at 
8 we are obliged to be fliteen or twenty minutes 
behind. 

Now foot up the time spent in this way, and 
it amounts to fifty days; allowing oniy twenty 
minutes delay per day and the time thus 
wasted would in four days make 200 days 
thrown away, besides all the worry. 

But this is only on one line. Multiply this 
— at jeast six and you will have 1,200 days 
ost. 

It the value of this time 1s only on the aver- 
age $2 per day you have thrown into the maw 
of this insatiate,. open jawed ditch, $z,400. or 
$600 each day. But this is likely so much 
under the estimate of actual loss incurred by 
the bridging process -that you may safely 
multiply the whole daily loss by five. 

But could not these vessels be moved out 
earlier in the worning? or, could they not zo 
out after 8? Who can tell us how this big 
nuisance can best be abated?

had cut bis own throat—Maj. Jobnson said: 
“I know Mr. Stanton did not take his owa life. 
I was always very cose to Mr. Stanton, and 
knew his habits better probably than any 
other man. -I attended to many of his private 
affairs. He was a poorman. I drew hissalary 
for him every month and expended it for bim, 
paying his bills, ete. He would not even allow 
me to render him an account. This I used to 
render to Mrs. Stanton, as I insisted upon De- 
ing relieved of the responsibility. 

“I was at bie funeral. I was in the house 
when the family were overcome with grief and 
when these false rumors were circulated by 
those who were his enemies even unto death. 
1 was in the room with the casket just vefore it 
was brought down into the parior for the 
funeral services. It was in the front bedroom 
ovor the parior. It was lying east and west, 
with the bead to the west, and was surrounded 
by many distinguished men. Iremember there 
were Col, 8 * Hooper, Senator 
Chandler, Su Barnes, Gen. Thom- 
as T. 9 Beikaap, Senator Sum- 
ner, Mr. Justice Swayne, Edwards Pierrepont, 
Esq., Postmaster-Generai Cres well, Senator Ed- 
munds, Chiet-Justice Cartter, Gen. Townsend, 
and fifteen twenty other public men, mem- 
bers, Sevatovs, Ste., besides Mr. Harvey, the 
undectaker. It will be remembered by 
those who have seen Secretary Stan- 
ton or have observed his t that 
the top of his head was bald all except a small 
tuft of hair on the very top, but there was a 
circle of bair around the back of his head, and 
as be lay in bis coffin his long beara covered 
his breast. Col. Forney, who stood looking at 
the dead man’s face, asked neral 
Barnes for a lock of his hair. Gen. Barnes re- 
plied by taking a small pair of scissors from 
bis pocket, stepped up to the casket, and, as 
Mr. Harvey raised the dead man’s head, cut 
the hair from the back ail the way round and 
put it in a white envelope he took from bis in- 
side coat pocket. When the head was replace 
Gen. Barnes put his band under the dead 
statesman’s long flowing and raised it 
up, fudying exposmg the neck. I was stand- 
ing between the General and the foot of the 
casket, and could see very plainiy that the 
flesh was perfvctly free from scar or discoiora- 


tion. 

If any corroboratory evidence of the falsity 
of the suicide story is necessary it is furnished 
by the certificate of death by Surgeon-General 
Barnes and tne fact that Mr. Stanton had alife- 
insurance policy that was paid. rgeon-Gen- 
eral Barnes’ certificate is ou file at the office of 
the Board of Health in this city. 

„% Moreover, the cause of Secretary Stanton’s 
death was well Known to all his friends, and 
the death was by no means sudden. It had 
been coming on for six weeks or a month, and 
was the result of an illness of several months. 
He was a great sufferer from asthma. On his 
return from Steubenville, where he had been 
to see his mother, he took a terrible cold, It 
was the most violent I ever saw. It afflicted 
bim like in consumption. The night before the 
morning of hisdeath the family retired as usual 
and leit bim alone with bis nurse—Dayid 
Jones—who was constantly by hisside. The 
first alarm occurred between 10 and 11 o'clock, 
when the nurse’s attention was attracted by 
the sick man’s hard breathing. The: family 
was at once aroused and Dr. Barnes was sent 
for. The doctor, to quiet Mrs. Stanton, told 
her that her husband would revive; but it soon 
became apparent that be was past ali hope, and 

the Rev. Dr. Starkey of Epiphany Church was 
se stn for. The sick man was. conscious and 
calm, expressed a desire to live, and did not 
think be was dying. He wished to live to take 
bis seat upon the Supreme bench of the 
United States, to which he had been nomi- 
nate. It had been his ambition to be Chief 
Justice, but President Lincoin had appointed 
Secretary Caase to that position, saying that he 
could not spare Mr. Stanton from the War 
Department at that time. Mr. Stanton had 
sought very earnestly for this position, and bis 
claim bad been presented by Bishop Simpson, 
the eminent Methodist divine of Phitade!phia, 
whose influence was very powerful with the 
President, but, as is well known, Salmon P. 
Chase got the appointment, and for the reasons 
I have stated. Stanton, as Secretary of War, 
was admitted by everybody, friend and foe, to 
be master of affairs, and Mr. Lincoln could not 
spare him from bis post when the bravest and 
mightiest adversary on earth was still clutch- 
ing at the vitals of the Government. The Pres- 
ident told Bishop Simpson this, but said if he 
could find him another such a man for Secre- 
tary of War Stanton should be Ch Justice, 
That settled it, and Mr. Chase was appoiuted. 

* But now that the War was over he bad 
been nominated and confirmed as Associate 
Justice, and bis eagerness to get upon the 
bench is shown by tne, fact (this I cnow to be 
true) that he frequently sent his son to the 
White House after his commission, which the 
President had not yet sent to him. This was 
one thing, if there was noother, that he wanted 
to live for, and I know he did not kill himself. 

“When the story of suicide was first put 
forth,“ continued Maj. Johnson, “I asked 
young Stanton why he did not deny it, and be 
replied that its falsity was so well known that 
it was not worth denying—that to deny it would 
be to give it character. The exclusion of the 
public from viewing the remains was owing to 
the desire ot Mrs. Stanton, who would not 
pander to the curiosity of persons who were 
circuiating such scandalous reports about her 
dead husband. 

„Mr. Stanton was very poor when he died,“ 
continued the Major, after a pause. While 
Secretary of War he hag nothing but his salary 
to live on, and after he left the War Departmeat 
he had only one case in law, and that be argued 
before a Judge of the Supreme Court, who had 
been deputized to go to his house to hear the 
argument. He was then too ill to leave his 
room, and the court conferred this great dis- 
tinction upon him. During bis iliness he made 
an effort to borrow from a Washington 
bankmg-house, but they refused to discount 
his note. He finally got the money from Dr. 
Biake, then President of the National Metro- 
volitan Bank. The only property he owned 
was the house on K street in which he died. 
Mrs. stanton had $5,000 in 5-20 bonds, which I 
used to keep for her in the Lilley safe in the 
Secretary's office at the War Department. All 
that went during the Secretary’s iliness, and I 
think she sold warehouses she owned in Pitta- 
burg to maintain her housebold.”’

THE BROTHER OF MR. MR. PARNELL DISCLOSES 
SOME OF ITS SECRETS. 

Mr. John H. Parnell, agreat American peach- 
grower, has been letting out some of the se- 
crets of his peach forest, which may have more 
interest, as Mr. John Parnell is the brother of 
another and more famous member of the fam- 
Ur, Mr. C. S. Parnell himself.

Wen asked why he preferred a life term to 
one ot twenty years, he stated that in his opin- 
jon aman with a twenty-year sentence was 
Mable to serve bis term out—iess the time 
eranted good behavior—while there bas 
never y been a convict in Illinois who has re- 
mained in prison for seventeen years on a li'e 
sentence. Very few remain more than tweive 
years, the majority obtaining a pardon in less 
than ten years. The criminal records and reg- 
tevers of the Illinois peniventiaries, commen- 
eing with the establishment of the first prison 


at Alton in 1888 and covering a period of over 
fifty years up to presentgime, tell an in- 
story. The number of prisouers sen- 

ced for life throughout the whole State— 
since II inois became a State—is 152 men and 


one woman. 3 
Of this number forty-two were pardoned aft- 
er having served from one to thirteen years, 
‘twenty-one completed their sentences by dying 
in their prisou-celis, one was stabbed to death 
by a fellow-convict in the prison dining-room 
at Joliet in 1869. three commicted suicige, 
seven became insane and were taken to the 
asylum, one escaped from the Alton prison 
and was never heard of afterwards, twelve had 
their liie terms commuted by different Govern- 
ore to sentences ranging from five to twenty- 
Ave years. No liter“ bas ever yet succeeded 
in making his escape from Joliet. 
WHAT THE RECORD TELLS. 

There are now fifty-five prisoners serving life 
eenteuces at Joliet. Peter Zower, sent up from 
Freeport in 1868, has been in prison the longest,

18, 1885. This is the longest period ever 
served by any prisoner in the State of Lilinois. 
There are three others who have been 
at Joliet upwards of füfteen years.

He completed his term dy dying in prison in 
April last. Ling-Ab-Dwe, the Chinese mur- 
derer, was sentenced for life from Chicago in 
1883, and remained at the prisom until May 
last, when the loss of his pigtail drove him in- 
sane and he was transferred tothe Kankakee 
Asylum. Eugene Dougherty, alias Ed Qu:n- 
lan, a second-term convict, sentenced for life 
in 1888, is still polishing granit in the prison- 
yard. Thomas Maguive and Edward Mcagter, 
both for life from Chicago in 1883, are still in 
prison. Jack Keenan, alids O'Neil, a noted 
burgiar, thief, and murderer, convicted of the 
Hensley murder in 1883, is stili in the old fa- 
miliar stripes, this being his third term.

Mrs. Ker and I had come on deck loaded with 
whatever we could snatch up, and, in addition 
to this, I bad whipped up my portmanteau end 
dragged it up on the poop-ceck, where I took 
out of it my Persian beit. with $400 in gold and 
notes, and then left the portmanteau to its 
fate. We had barely time to huddle on the 
miscellaneous wraps that we had brought up 
with us—consisting chiefly of a vest, an over- 


coat, and a uightgown-—-when there came roil- 


ing att through the blackness and the pelting 
storm a cry which even a veteran sailor can 
seldom bear quite womoved: Stand by to 
lower away the life-boats!’’ 

The vessel had beeled over to port by this 
time so much that it was no easy matter even 


to stand, much less walk, on tue drenched and 
slippery deck. ‘Three or four of us, however, 
stuck together on the quarter raii on the star- 
board side of the poop-deck, keeping in our 
midst Mrs. Ker and the other lady passeuger, 
the wife of a missionary bound for Fernando 
Po. 
IN THE BOATS. 

The Captain's shout came rolling aft, hoarse- 
ly echoed by tbree or four deep voices in suc- 
cession: 

Get the ladies into the boats! Drop down 
into that first boat, one of you, and heip em 
down.“ N 

An old sea captain, who was one of the 
saloon passengers, siid down into the boat 
alongside with the bandiness of a veteran 
**salt,"’ while the second olficer iastened the 
rope around the waist of the misstonury's wire, 
lowered ber dowo as carefuily as a child, and 
then dispatched Mrs. Ker after her. An ugly 
plunge it was for any woman to face, over the 
ship's side into a gulf of blackness, in which 
the boat itself was quite unseen, the only thing 
visible being the spectral whiteness of the 
foaming waves that leaped and gnashed around 
it like hungry beaste of prey. Both ladies, 
however, descended without the slightest hesi- 
tation, and after them he men dropped in 
casually,’’ one by one, several of us getting 
rather ugly knocks as we did so, for there was 
no time to de particular, When all were in, 
just as the first gray dimness of early morn- 
ing began to show us each other's faces where 
we sat, we shoved off from the vessel's side. It 
was then about 5:30 m the morning. 

6:30 a. m.—The iow wooded outline of the 
shore is now plainly visible four or five m les 
off, and the frst officer goes away in the gig to 
look tor a soft piace to land.“ Meanwhile, 
the other four boats draw up to each other, 
and there, in the mist and rain, with the waves 
sawing and grinding our boats against each 
other as if meaning to wreck them too, we wait 
to learn whether we can venture to land and 
put the ladies into a place of shelter, or wheth- 
er we must turn seaward again, and trust to 
the tender mercies of wind and wave rather 
than to those of men more cruel than either. 

THE FRIENDLY KROOMAN. 

Dutes Faotrory, Rivge Ozss, July 26.—Just 
about 6:35 a cance was seen coming off to us 
from the shore, paddied by a single Krooman, 
who gave a friendly answer to our bail, and 
informed us, in the most extraordinary jargon 
which I ever heard, that there were two white 
men living on the inner shore of the bay in 
which our boats were then lying. This was 
welcome news, and the Captaib instantly broke 
of a piece of tne boat's woodwork, upon 
which, with the help of a pencil fortunately 
saved by one of the passengers, the following 
note was hastily scribb:ed as weil as the rain 
would perm.t: “8.

MINNESOTA—INTERESTING STATISTICS AS 
TO HER GROWTH—REDWING MOUNDS. 

Sr. Paut. Minn., Sept. 18.—[Special.]—BSecre- 
tary H. H. Young of the State Board of Immi- 
gration has made a special study of the recent 
census of Minnesota and compared the figures 
with those of other years. His deductions are 
of more than ordinary interest. A summary 
of the facts and statistics, which wili be 
brought out more in detail by Mr. Youbg in 
an address before the Wadena Agricultural 
Society Tuesday next, is as follows: 

The increase-of population in Minnesota from 
1850 to 1860 was at the rate of 2.730 per cent, or an 
average of 273 per cent per annum. Daring the 
foliowing ten years the aggregate rate of increase 
was a little more than 155 per cent, or 15 per cent 
ber annum. From 1870 to 1880 the rate was 77 
per cent in the aggregate, or 734 per cent per year: 
and since 1880 the annual rate of increase has been 
8&6 per cent. The average annual rate for the 
whole period of thirty-five years has been 523K 

If the rate that has prevailed since 
maintained till 1890 the State 
then contain population of 1,600,000, 
or 19 per cent to the Btquare mile, The present 
density is 13.3 to the square mile, That of Vir- 
ginia in 1880 was 37.7; of New York, 106.7; and of 
Massachusetts, 221.8. Eleven years, seven 
months, and twenty days will be required for the 
population of Minnesota to double itself at the 
present rate of increase, thirty-three years to 
attain the density that Virginia bad in 1880, 197 
years to equal that of New York, and 263 years to 
become as crowded as Massachusetts. 

The Secretary thinks it will not be practica- 
ble to maintain the above rate of immigration 
till 1890, as available cheap lands are already 
becoming comparatively scarce iu the State. 
The annual exports of agricultural products 
at their values on the farms where produced 
average $54 worth to every man, woman, and 
child in the State, and $324 worth to every 
individual engaged ia agriculture. The ia- 
crease of wealth, on the basis of the assessed 
values of property, and exclusive of railways 
and non-taxable property, was 13.7 per cent 
per annum durm the decade ending with 1869, 
20 per cent during the next decade, and 
about 12% per cent per year since 
1880. The value of property per inhabitaa, 
(on the same basis) was, in 1860, $218.59; in 
1870, $330.51; and in 1885, about $383. In 1860 
the State had no railways, in 1870 there were 
1.092 ½% miles, in 1880 the number of miles had 
increased to 3,09934, and there are now in oper- 
ation some 4,300 miles. The railroads cost 
nearly $190,000,000. . 

The Secretary of State has made official an- 
nouncement of me Minnesota census for 1885 
by legislative districts, showing also the mem- 
bership to which the several counties or di- 
tricts were entitled iu the last Legislature. 
The basis on the census of 1880 was 7,000. This 
made a membership of 103. If 10,000, or the 
major fraction thereof, is made the basis ac- 
cording to the census of 1885 and no changes 
in the districts are made the Legislature would 
be composed of 111 members, the nuniber 
to which each district would be entitied being 
sbown in the tabie below. These figures wiil 
instruct those who are anxious for an extra 
session and anew apporuonment. Hepnepin 
and Ramsey Counties would, of course, be the 
oo gainers. The Forty-fifth (Crookston) 

istrict would also gain three members; the 
Forty-sixth (Duluth), two; and the Forty- 
fourth (Moorhead), Forty-third (Fergus Falis), 
Forty-second, Thirty-fifth (Glencoe), and Fifth 
(Blue Barth City), one each. Winona would 
lose two, Mankato one, Fillmore County two, 
Oimsted one, Rice two, Wabasha one, and 
Stearns one.

THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 


IT IS NOT 80 BAD AS IT MIGHT BE, THOUGH 
IN SOMB RESPECTS M COULD BE m 
PROVED. 

New Yorn, Sept. 18.— [Special. No gain 
on the reoently- reported improvement in trade 
circles is recorded by the speolal telegrams to 
Bradstreet’s received yesterday. In most di- 
rections ghe full measure of the movement is 
maintained, but that is all. From Chicago, St. 
Paul, St. Louis, Cincinnati, and Detroit at the 
West comes the word that interior purchases 
are as iea¥y as previously. At Detroit it 1s 
reported that the losses sustained in the first 
baif of the year’s trade in dry goods have been 
made good already by the increased sales. It 
ig noticeable, however, that at no important 
trade-centre East or West have discount rates 
or call loan rates advanced. There has been a 
noteworthy gain ip the employment of surplus 
tunds, but bankers appear thus far to have 
been anxious to employ their idle capital at the 
lowest rates. This, together with the continued 
indisposition on the part of railway managers 
to cease rate-cutting, with the somewhat 
squally railway-tariff outlook among ne gran- 
ger lines, and with the heaviness of wheat and 
of anthracite coal, and the average of business 
failures from week to week, constitute the 
features of the trade situation. Iron is slightly 
firmer and in better demand; prices are ub- 
changed. There is no prospect of any boom, 
Steel rails are encouragingly in demand, 
but 0 more, A sale of 8,000 
tons at $30 is reported. The 
petroleum (speculative) niarket is very dull 
and appears rather weak than otherwise, not- 
withstanding the unquestioned “strong sta- 
tistical position of the preduct. Speculative 
manipulation 18, in this instance, far more 
potent than any other as a price-making 
factor. Germany, our best foreign customer, 
is talking independently and pointing to Rus- 
sia as a relief if necessary. Hog ucts and 
provisions are quiet and devoid of special 
features. The movement of dry goods from 
jobbers and agents continues quite as active 
as heretofore noted, and the firmness in prices 
of prints and of bleached and brown cottuns is 
fully sustained. The net average gain in 
prices of raw wools since Aug. 1 is 
about three cents per pound, and 
with the increasing firmness in woolen 
cloths the views of holders aro as 
strong ag ever. Speculation in wool is noticea- 
ble, although sales to manufacturers, after the 
late heavy distribution, are not made as freely 
as ten days ago. The wool clip of the country is 
estimated to be short about 20 per cent. Wheat 
continues dull and drooping, mainly frum a 
lack of foreign demand. The exports since 
July 1 last continue far behind those in the like 
portion of last year. The demand for grocery 
supplies is only moderate. The sugar supply 
is increased, coffee and tea also decreased, and 
dairy products are depressed. There were 148 
failures in the United States during the last 
week, as compared with 183 the precedmg 
week and with 206, 177, and 141, respectively, 
in the corresponding weeks of 1884, 1883, and 
1882. About 82 per cent were those of small 
traders whose capital was less thap $5,000.

There is no life in drugs and chemicals 
for local consumption, a good evidence of the 
healthy condition of the city. The firmness of the 
hay market was maintained notwithstanding larger 
receipts, but if the increase continues & decline is 
said to be inevitable. - 

The dry-goods market is unchanged, and jobbers 
are working day and night to get offtheir consign- 
ments. Boot and shoe manufacturers report a con- 
tinuance of activity, and many houses sre experi- 
encing a difficulty in filling orders. Evidence is 
not wanting to show that there is a larger con- 
sumption of goods generally by the community, 
and it is this that hag given buyers more confii- 
dence, still they are éxercising caution in the vol- 
ume of their purchases. The indications point 
surely to more prosperous times, and the steadi- 
ness of the improvement is one of its most en- 
couraging features. 

The directors of the Board of Trade have ap- 
proved a proposition to make it obligatory on mem- 
bers to hand in to the Clearing-House each after- 
noon a list of their transactions in futures for that 
day, the same to be made up in shape for delivery 
to other members early the next day. It is under- 
stood that the intent of this rule is to do away 
with the present method of checking trades by the 
aid of settling clerks. 

Hard No. 1 Duluth wheat sold yesterday in Buf- 
falo at 98½ per bu. ‘It was offered there sixteen 
days ago at 86%{c, and found no takers. The ar- 
ticle is understood to be in good demand by Hast- 
ern millers. It is said that leading exporters in 
New York are short on the market, and that this 
fact accounts for not a few of the bear dispatches 
from East recently. 

Our wheat market yesterday was strenathened 
by the report that Minneapolis millers had again 
advanced prices 2@8c per bu. It would be of fnter- 
est to know if this edvance is made only on pure, 
hard wheat, and intended to keep the control of 
that grade in the bands of the millers of that city, 
Duluth being understood to have so much lowered 
the standard of No. 1 hard as to lead to a free mix- 
ing of varieties unless the temptation is counter- 
acted by the offering of a liberal premium for the 
straight article. 

Some people here are finding fault with what 
they believe to be an Outrageous statement that 
British India has 93,000,000 bu of wheat to spare 
for export out of her las, crop. It is probably an 
error, but if so will soon correct itself by the small- 
er offerings than are consistent with such an esti- 
mate. Indian wheat was reported yesterday to be 
offered in England at 31s per quarter, which is a 
better showing for sellers here than the quotations 
given a little while ago. 

The difficulty of estimating the receipts of grain 
in bushels from a count of the car-loads may per- 
baps be inferred from a statement made yesterday 
by a shipper. 
shipment East the contents of the cars ranged ali 
the way from 430 to 780 bu each. Perhaps this will 
help to expl some of the anomalies lately ob- 
served in ports from Duluth, though it is be- 
lieved that they mostly arise out of delays, etc., in 
the inspection into store at that point. 

The quantity of wheat und flour afloat for Europe 
is returned at about 6,000,000 bu less than a year 
ago. This is an important difference, and should be 
well cconsidered by those who look at our visible 
supply as a load that cannot be got rid of. There 
may be room in the world for it yet. 

A singular fact is the posting of two names of ap- 
plicants for membership in our Board of Trade 


without other names against them as applicants for 


transfer. it may bean omission. If not, then it 


may be construed into a sign that momberships are 


looking up. 

St. Louis was very weak yesterday on the report 
that.the wheat complained of there is afflicted with 
weevil. The bears appear to be playing the fact 
for all itis worth. The report invited buying there 
against sales here by Gifford and others. The 
most significant feature in the affair is the state- 
ment that the weevilly wheat is new, from Indiana. 
The pestis not infrequentiy foundinold winter 
wheat, but very seldom in the new, and, as a rule, 
it does not trouble spring wheat to any great ex- 
tent. 

Beerbohm states our exports for last year as 
about 128,000,000 bu in wheat and flour, Is the dif- 
ference between thie count and ours due to the 
reckoning of five bu of wheat to the bri of flour? 

A query in this column is answered by the state- 
ment that the directors of the Chicago Board of 
Trade established the afternoon session, and 
therefore have power to suspend it for one day— 
as they did this week for the purpose of allowing 
the members to attend the State Fair.
